It is also intended to exclude imported textbooks, except such as are printed with 
American imprint or sold here in class quantities.

For such works see the 
American Educational List of previous years.

Where an additional 
mailing charge is made for postage on single copies, an asterisk (*) precedes the price. 
Books priced at retail, with regular trade discount, are designated by a dagger (+) in the 
price column. When there is a blank in price column the publisher failed to give informa¬ 
tion. A double asterisk (**) designates books forthcoming and yet unpriced. New books 
issued since the List of 1904 are designated by a single asterisk (*) before title.

THE EDUCATIONAL LIST AND THE 
TRADE IN SCHOOL-BOOKS. 

As indicated last year, the Educational List 
for 1905 has been revised to bring it into 
present conformity with the practice of educa¬ 
tional publishers as regards prices, and will 
be found, we trust, greatly improved in other 
respects. The practice of publishers in pric¬ 
ing textbooks is by no means uniform or con¬ 
sistent, and presents many difficulties both to 
the cataloguer and to the dealer. We have 
adopted as the basic price that at which a 
single copy is mailed to a teacher on his ap¬ 
plication, postage paid, a price properly called 
net but more often called the introduction 
price, and sometimes, incorrectly, a wholesale 
price. This is the price at which single copies 
and the ordinary school supply are furnished, 
the only discount being a close discount to the 
trade or to Boards of Education purchasing 
/in large quantities for a school system. Some 
publishers very rightly add to this net or in¬ 
troduction price the mailing charge, and this 
fact is designated by an asterisk in the price 
column, which means that the price stated is 
not inclusive of postage. Some books used 
in schools are still issued on the old system, 
permitting a larger discount to the trade, and 
this “retail” price is designated by a dagger 
in the price column. Special pains have also 
been taken this year to eliminate books which 
are obsolete or sold only in single copies to 
keep up the supply in schools which adopted 
the work years ago. 


One of the most striking changes which has 
come over the educational trade is the substi¬ 
tution of “texts” of works of literature for 
the old-fashioned “reader,” both in foreign 
languages and in English. American colleges 
have more and more relied upon a uniform 
schedule of textbooks required for college en¬ 
trance examinations, and we give a list of 
these elsewhere. It is practically impossible 
to make an educational list covering all Eng¬ 
lish texts offered for school use without un¬ 
dertaking to compile almost a catalogue of 
English literature ; but we have included in the 
present list the competing editions of foreign 
texts annotated for school use.and of the Eng¬ 
lish texts designated in the college schedules 
for the entrance examinations up to 1907. 

The extent of the Educational List is itself 
proof of the difficulty of keeping in stock in 
a retail store a supply of school books repre¬ 
sentative of American educational literature. 
Yet this is no reason why a retail bookseller 
should abandon the educational trade. The 
bookseller ought to inform himself thorough¬ 
ly of the books used in the schools of ’his 
town, and it is best to provide such facilities 
as will hold such trade as still exists outside 
of direct relationship between schools and 
publishers. There is in fact so little profit in 
most textbooks that this seems scarcely worth 
while to the local dealer, yet the relation of 
the bookstore with this part of the com¬ 
munity is so important that it is worth 
while to do all that can be done to strengthen 
relations with the clientele of teachers and 
scholars. _

LIBRARY STATISTICS. 

The Federal Commissioner of Education 
has published some interesting library sta¬ 
tistics showing that in 1903 the number pi 
books in public, society and school libraries 
was 54,419,000. The number. represented an 
increase of 374 per cent, in twenty-eight 
years, an increase largely due to Mr. An¬ 
drew Carnegie, to whom upwards of a thou¬ 
sand libraries in the United States owe their 
existence, wholly or in part. The number 
^| of volumes in 1900 was 44,591,000. The 
largest collection of books in the United 
States is the Congressional Library, which 
contains 1,000,000 volumes, including pam¬ 
phlets, next to which comes Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, which contains 560,000 bound vol¬ 
umes, and 350,000 pamphlets. The Boston 
Public Library figures in the third place, the 
aggregate number of its books and pam¬ 
phlets being 772,000. The New York Public 
Library, which will comprehend the Astor, 
Lenox, and Tilden foundations, has 500,000 
volumes and 140,000 pamphlets. To appre¬ 
ciate, however, the facilities for reading af¬ 
forded in New York, we should mention that 


the New York City Library has 500,000 vol¬ 
umes, together with a large number of pam¬ 
phlets; that the library of Columbia Univer¬ 
sity has nearly 300,000 volumes and 15,000 
pamphlets, and the Mercantile Library, 262,- 
000 volumes, including pamphlets. The Phil¬ 
adelphia Library Company owns 201,000 vol¬ 
umes and 31,000 pamphlets, and the number 
of books and pamphlets in the Philadelphia 
Free Library is 207,000. The Chicago Public 
Library has 258,000 books and pamphlets, and 
in the library of the Chicago University there 
are 329,000 books and 150,000 pamphlets. All 
of the last-mentioned statistics refer to 1900. 
In the same year, according to Harper’s 
Weekly, by which these figures are con¬ 
densed, the Bibliotheque Nationale at Paris 
had 3,000,000 books and pamphlets, the Brit¬ 
ish Museum 2,000,000, the Imperial Library 
at St. Petersburg 1,500,000, and the Royal 
Library at Berlin, 1,000,000. It appears that 
the number of American publications in 1902 
was 7833; of British publications in the same 
year, 7381; of Italian publications in 1900, 
9975 5 of French publications in 1902, 12,199; 
of German publications in the same year, 
26,906. 

It will surprise most persons to learn that 
17,985 books were published in Russia in 
1895, and 21,255 in Japan in 1899. From 
another point of view, it may be noted that 
in the United States books accessible to the 
public are far from being evenly distributed, 
although Mr. Carnegie has tried to lessen 
the inequality by directing especial attention 
to the western section of the community. 
As things are now, however, in the Indian 
Territory in 1903 there were only two books 
for one hundred people, and only twelve in 
Alabama and Mississippi. On the other hand, 
in the District of Columbia no fewer than 
925 books are available for every one hun¬ 
dred persons. Massachusetts has 256 vol¬ 
umes for every one hundred of the popula¬ 
tion. If the United States be looked at col¬ 
lectively, we find that there are sixty-eight 
books to one hundred inhabitants. 

The Library Journal for June, commenting 
editorially on this report, says: “Unfortunate¬ 
ly, many libraries failed to answer the re¬ 
quest for information, and in these cases old 
statistics were left. This represents the “dead 
wood” in the library forest, and it is to be 
hoped that in the next report there may be a 
careful elimination of libraries which have 
no longer more than a nominal existence. 
Probably the number of real libraries is less, 
and the total number of books more, than is 
shown in the report. The percentages of in¬ 
crease are certainly remarkable, and we are 
nearing the point when we shall have the 
average of a book for each inhabitant in the 
public libraries of the United States. It is 
interesting to note that New York and Mas¬ 
sachusetts together have approximately one- 
fourth of the total number of libraries and 
total number of books, and the North Atlan¬ 
tic States approximately one-half of the whole 
number. California is showing remarkable 
development, and the backward part of the 
country is still the South, which, however, is 
now feeling a new growth of library interest.” 
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BOOKTRADE SWINDLERS. 

John Powers, alias Ambrose Laprell, alias 
A. Howard, alias Logan, was arraigned before 
Commissioner Shields on the 25th inst., 
charged by Post Office Inspector James T. 
Cortelyou, of Newark, N. J., with using the 
mails in a book swindling scheme by which 
publishing houses have been swindled out of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of books. 

According to the complaint, it is alleged that 
one of the accused wrote a letter to a publish¬ 
ing firm, professing to be a book agent with a 
prospective customer and asking for a quan¬ 
tity of samples. This letter was supported 
by others, said to have been written by mem¬ 
bers of the crowd as if from reputable per¬ 
sons, with elaborate letterheads and apparent¬ 
ly good addresses. These letters not only 
backed up the book agent’s request for sam¬ 
ples, but ordered a large lot of books for their 
writers also. The books, when secured, were 
immediately sold and the gang removed to 
another town from which, according to the 
inspectors, they would work the scheme anew. 

One of the letters quoted in the complaint 
asks John D. Morris & Co., a Philadelphia 
publishing firm, to “kindly pack for immediate 
shipment” about $600 worth of French and 
English fiction. Another requests samples 
“for a gentleman’s library” worth between 
$750 and $1000. 

Powers was released on $1500 bail pending 
a hearing before the Grand jury. He is the 
second of the crowd to be arrested. They are 
alleged to have operated in Newark, but were 
both arrested in New York City. 


THE PENNYPACKER LIBRARY TO BE 
SOLD. 

The rare historical library of Governor 
Pennypacker, of Pennsylvania, will be sold at 
auction early in the fall. Among the books 
which will fall under the hammer are 160 vol¬ 
umes printed by Benjamin Franklin. These, 
together with about 200 old “Germantown 
imprints,” are conservatively valued at $10,- 
000. 

Among other prized is a diary of George 
Washington in manuscript. It was written 
at Mount Vernon, and contains remarks about 
the weather, the planting of crops and such 
things. There are papers of all the Presidents 
down to Grant, and the marriage license of 
Abraham Lincoln. The Governor also pos¬ 
sesses a book from Washington’s library de¬ 
scribing the projected city of Washington. In 
it is a prayer that was used by the Continental 
Army in 1775. 

Much surprise is expressed that the Gov¬ 
ernor should part with so rare a collection, 
considered by many to be the finest private 
one in the country. Every volume was col¬ 
lected by the Governor himself, and he has 
devoted a great part of his life to the work. 

The books are all at the Pennypacker resi¬ 
dence, 1540 North Fifteenth Street, Philadel¬ 
phia. When he decided to make his home at 
Schwenksville, Pa., the Governor concluded to 
dispose of the greater portion of his books.
